MTC will hire a
consultant to produce illustrations of transit-accessible health care
and social service facilities; documentation of existing federal,
state and local policies that guide locational decisions and
proposed new policies that incentivize decisions that place
facilities at locations with transit access; identification of factors
that influence locational decisions based on input from health care
and social service decision makers, as well as local planning
directors and their staff; and, initiation of a regional strategy,
including a regional summit, to encourage social service and
health care agencies to coordinate with transit operators when
making locational decisions.
